ty, nor to leave his own Affairs, and run, as the 
Humours and Paſſions of others call upon him; 
and as his own peaceable Temper kept him 
from provoking others to injure or moleſt him, 
| ſoit will engage the Sons of Peace to aſſiſt and 
ſupport him when he is injuſtly attack d or ii 
uſed by thoſe Sons of Thunder, who know not 
what Spirit they are of, Luke 9.

Men 
of Paſſion that engage with Heat into Parties, 
and purſue their Intereſts vehemently,may come 
to feel the Prejudice this has brought on their 
Affairs, when it's too late to help it. A Pro- 
fuſeneſs to ſupport a Party, may ſtarve not on- 
ly their Charities, but even their Families; | 
and then perhaps thoſe who now prey upon 
them, becauſe they ſubſiſt by them, will neg- | 
lect and diſown them, when they come to groan 
under the Weight of paſt Follies. But this fa- 
tal Reverſe of their Fortunes is yet more cer- 
tain, if the Heat of Faction carries them to ſa- 
crifice their Country, their Laws and Liber- 
ties, that they may deſtroy a hated Party; with- 
out conſidering how heavy a Share of this may 
fall upon themſelves in the Concluſion. Men 
blinded with Paſſion, ſee nothing at a Diſtance, 
and when they come to feel it, Who would have 
thought it? is all they have in Reſerve for an 
Excuſe.; the laſt Retrenchment of Fools.

Let us apply all theſe as far as We can, to our

mane Conſtitution, In the Political Part of the 
Moſaicul Law, there were noble Proviſions made 
for all Sorts of People: the Rules of Juſtioe 


were clear and well known; certain Titles t 
Eſtates, andtheir Perpetuities made them improve 


their Fields to the uttermoſt; and the La- a- 


gainſt Uſury among them was calculated 10 


oblige them all to a la borious Mechanical Indu- 
ſtty, that being the only Way leſt among them 
off making Mony turn to any Account. There 
Were great Proviſions made for the Poor, and 
Families could not be long kept. fo, for after 


50 Vkars, all Mortgages were releaſed; and the 
Inheritance was to revert to the Heirs. But 


without going farther into Reflections on that 
Conſtitutioh, we have ſuch Conſiderations: to 


value our own, as no Nation now under 


Heaven has the like. We are tlie great Eye- 


ſore of Tyranny, under the trueſt Ballance 


againſt all Extreams. Oh that it may be ever 


kept ſteady and equal! We have all poffible 


Encouragement to Induſtry by the Security we 


baue, that we and our Poſterity fhall enjoy the 


Effect of dur Labours: Our Lives ànd our Proper- 


at dies cannot be touched but by the Verditt of our 


Neighbours, nor can any Charge be laid on ds, 
bur by thoſe whom we choote to Repreſent us.

Our Princes are the true Repreſentatives of 
| God, they have an extended Power of doing 
Good, and are only reſtrained from doing E- 
vil: A Power to do Evil has another Original;

when they are good, we rejoice in them, and 
bleſs God for them: When it is otherwiſe, the

Events. And fhould not fuch a Nation thus 
. Conftituted, be fo dear to us, that we ſhould 
wiſh, pray for, and endeavour to preſerve its 
Peace and Proſperity? Common Obſervations, 
and many Inftances in Hiſtory, confirm what 
our Srviour ſaid, That a Kingdom or Cth divided 
aàgainſt it ſelf cannot fland, Matth. 12. 25. E- 
very Diviſion weakens it; the Animofities that 
ariſe out of theſe Contentions, may carry things 
much farther than was at firſt either intended or 
imagined by thoſe who blindly run into them. 
A dextrous Management may, in a little Time 
put it out of their Power to recal the Miſchief

The Second Motive, to defire the Peace of 
ones Country, is for our Brethren and Compa- 
nions Sake. We are, it is true, Citizens of the 
whole World, but as the Fews reckon'd, ny

ſtory. The great Progreſs that Mahometaniſin made 
was occafion'd by the Quarrels among. Chriſti - 
ans, concerning the Worſhip of Images, and 
the Diſputes between the Eaſtern and Weſtern 
Churches, and the viſible Stop put to the Pro- 
greſs of the Reformation is owing to ſome 
Points of Speculation, in "which the Reformers 
_ differ'd ; as our unhappy Quarrels begun upon 
ſome very inconſiderable Matters, yet how have 
they rent us, 'and what Advantages have they 
given to the common Enemy, not only to cover
